about the drug stores. They are accused 
by some of being common places for 
furnishing intoxicating beverages. 
The 


accusation is unquestionably a base slan- 
der so far as Decatur drug store* are con- 
cerned. There may possibly be two or 
three druggist! in the city who, under 
certain -circumstances, will furnish a 
friend, or a few friends if yon like, with 
sUmulants- Such a thing we would nat- 
urally expect. But euppose every drug- 
gist in the city would do so, the effects 
would be incomparably small contrasted 
with the results following in the wake of 
twenty-five or thirty licensed saloons. If 
a man goes into a drug store at all for a 
dram, he goes alone. If the drink is 
furnished, he takes it and departs. He 
does not "set up" the drinks for a dozen 
by-standers, and then tarry until some 
one else sets them up for the same set, or 
a like number of new comers. He does 
not remain for hours engaged in various 
games gotten up for the express purpose 
of multiplying the calls for drinks. Nei- 
ther do our rural friends enter the drug 
stores by the score to indulge in drinking. 
Ami, of more importance than all else, 
our drug stores are not the places where 
the initial step—the first glass—is taken. 
As being the first to entice unwary man 
from the paths ot temperance the popu-
